Mr. Pierce hath not been well ad- 
adviſed in publiſhing this his Infor- 
mation.

And 1t is no new thing to have 
bookes, as well as opinionss, lazd 
to his charge which he knew not - Tt 
was, preſumed in his life , and ſo 
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the leſfle wonder if it *be practiſed 
after his death. There is a book 
entitled a Method of Meditation, 
which was printed in his name, A770 


1651. And, though by his Com- 


wands to me, it was then publick- 
ly declared to be none of his, yet 
ſince his death (this 1657.) It 1s re- 
printed , and, notwithſtanding the 
renewing of that Declaration by the 
ſame way whereinT found him abu- 
ſed, it is ſtill ſold under his name 
to the great diſhonour of him. 

The paſſage which Mr. . Pzerce 1s 
moſt clear in , Chap. 1. Se&. 15. 
Where, [peaking of Univerſal grace 
and redemption, he ſaith, the moſt 
Learned Anti-Arminians have beer 
feinto aſſert it , as well as Arminins. 
Among us , the late Biſhop of Ar- 
magh, exc. 

Firſt, Heſhould have done well 
to have named where he hath afler- 
ted 1t in any of his works, Next, 
What , or who compelled him, that 
he -was feiz to do it 3 and if by 
that ſpeech as well as Arminixs he 
means (according to common con- 
{tructions 
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Folagians. . Segond- 
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ſtruction) As full, or in the ſam 
terms as Arminius; it will be the 
hardeſt proof of the #hreez whom 
he ſcarce ever names in his Works: 
his aime being againit Peltagigs and 
his Diſciples. Unlefle that paſſzgein 
his Pelagian Hiſtory way be {o ap- 
plyed (wrapped up under the, Title 
of Britannia Antiquitates , Pylagins 
being a Britain, which he intend- 
ed to have taken out, and printed 
2s a Treatiſe by it felte) where he 
having given us at large the, bold 
and rugged language, with which 
Julian , one of Pelagizs his follow- 
ers, in defence of his Doctrine, 
greets the molt wild and meck. Fa- 
ther S. Auguſtine, he addes this, 
Chap.11. p. 312.)
